ELECTION VIEWS AT 
ST. GEORGE'S. 


REPLY TO CRITICS. 


London, Mar. 6. 
Mr. Baldwin's leadership of 
the Conservative Party which 
is being hotly assailed by a 
certain scction of the London 
Press and which is being 
directly challenged in the by- 
election at St. George's, 
Westminister, was the sub- 
ject of comment by three 
political personalitics to-day, 
Mr. Alfred Duff Cooper, Sir 
Emest Petter, and Mr. Bald- 
win himself. . 
Mr, Alfred Duff Cooper was 
adopted yesterday as the official 
Conservative candidate at ‘St. 
George’s, and in his first, speech 
since hia nomination, he’ said: 
“Lama whole-hearted supporter 
of Mr. Baldwin asa the Tender of 
our party, but the issue ix not so 
much as to who is to be leader 
but whether the leader is to be 
dictated to by the Press.” 


Sir Ernest Petter. 


Str Ernest Petter, the Independ- 

ent Conservative, who will be 
Mr. Duff-Cooper’s only opporent 
in the St. George’s election and 
who openly questions the wisdom 
of Mr. Buldwin's leadership, issued 
his pleetion address to-day, In 
it he plainly states that he be- 
lieves that the continuance of Mr. 
Baldwin as) the Conservative 
lender would be fraught with 
great misehief to the Party and 
to the nation. 
_ Mr. Baldwin made only an in- 
direct. reference ta the challenge 
to hia lendership, in the course of 
a speech at Newton Abt dealing. 
principally with the developments 
in fudia since the adoption of the 
Reporla of the London Round 
Table Conference. 


“Not Least Justification.” 


Mr. Buldwin snid that the idea 
seemed to have got about that be. 
as the Conservative leader, wis 
committed to a policy of with- 
drawal and surrender in India. 

As usual, there was‘not the 
lenst justification for any of 
these charges, which were made 
by his regular enemies, who 
never lost a chance of personal- 
ly nttacking him. 

So far, he said, from contem- 
plating the weakening of any of 
the bonds uniting Great Britain 
with India, he, and all loyal Con- 
wished to elfect a 
eloser union than had ever existed 


. between India and Britain before.

the Post Office.

own home until the early hours of 
the morning, you still “pass the 
night’ in your own home, or at 
least you enter it on Sunday morn. 
ing, and accordingly enter your 
name on the houcholdl list, provid:

THE GANDHI-IRWIN 
SETTLEMENT. 


Now that the details of the un- 
derstanding reached between Lord 
Irwin and Mahatma Gandhi are to 
hand, it is possible to assess the 
situation at its true value. From 
first reports, it appeared that the 


boycotting of British goods was 


to continue, but it is now made quite 
clear that this is not the case, The 
explanation of the concession mado 
in regard to the salt laws makes 
tite arrangement less objectionable 
than [t seemed when first an- 
nounced. When we take these 
points into consideration, together 
with the deflnitely-cstablished fact 
that in no single instance has the 
Viceroy given in to the full extent 
of the Congress proposals, thero is 
every cause for thinking that the 
seltlement fs honourable and satis- 
factory. Certainly is It shown that 
there has been nothing in the nature 
of n “surrender.” as the more ex- 
treme Conservative journals alleged 


before the full nature of the under- * 


standing. was revealed, Doubtless 
the belief that the boycott was to 
continue was a factor in the settle 
ment being so described. We can 
at least hope that 2 more sober re- 
presentation of the facts will now 
be given duc prominence by those 
who were misled by carly reports. 
Looking at the terms in detail, 
we find that the civil disobedience 
movement is to be completely dis- 
continued, including the  dis- 
appearance of news sheets in sup- 
port of the movement, whilst so far 
as the campaigns in favour of native 
goods and against drugs and Hquor 
are concerned, only peacefnl picket- 
ting, such as is permitted by or- 
dinary Inw, {9 to be allowed. Ono 
point on which Gandhi has com- 
pletely given way is in his demand 
for an’ inquiry. into alleged police 
excesses. In the matter of 
the amnesty for political ‘offen- 
ders,.only those who have: not been 
involved in violence’ or incitement 
 t violence are to be released? and 
there is to be no dropping of. thé 
proceedings against ‘those, charged 
with the more serious offence. 
There are modifications also in re- 
gard to the reatoration of property, 
, Whilst Government servants who re- 
Signed in’ connexion with the civil 
, Uscbedienco movement are not to 
. gat tholr jobs back if these hava in 
tho meantime been pormanontly 
filled. In all these instances, it will 
be soon, that Gandhi has had to 
make substantial reductions of his 
original demxnds. On the salt 


' inustrated. Tho Government: has 
opposed ‘any wholesale doparture 
from tho terms of tho monopoly 
law, but, out of consideration for 
the poorer classes, it has’ agreed to 
permit tho collection of salt by 
villagers who live immedlately ad- 
joining the areas where salt Ta col-

standing, however, that tho salt so 
secured shall be solely for local con. 
sumption. ‘Theso aro the main 
features of the agrcemont, and it 
is pertinent to observe that tho Gov-

event of Congress’ failing to give 


effect to the obligations entered Inte. 


It will be realised, of course, that 
this scttlement docs not in any way 
imply a complete adjustment of the 
Indian problem. Whot has been 
secured laa truce which paves the 
way for participation by Congress 
in the discussions which are now 
shifted from London to Indin for 
i the purpose of devising a new Con- 
stitution, a task which will be by. 
no Means casy of accomplishment, 
But tho first hurdle bas been 
negotiated, and in some scnses St 
must be regarded as probably tho 
most dificult of any. Wo ore glad 
to note the practically unanimous 
manner in which tho settlement hos 
been welcomed in England, go much 
go that members of the threo 
political Parties havo cabled the 
Viceroy their admiration of his 
“mugnificent and successful efforta 
to bring peuce, prosperity, concord 
and happiness to the peoples of 1n- 
dia und Britain.” The tribute is 
well carned, Let us mow trust 
that the path has been cleared of 
all obstacles, and that the coming 
months will witness a complete and 
final solution of a problem which 
hus been the_cause of much anxiety 
and misgiving 
inpire.

‘The idea would 
be made more effective by “en- 
couragement of every kind” for 
natives in the south to settle north 
of the Hne. Tho correspondent, 
however, admits that the proposal 
is not likely to becomo practical 
politics: In the near, or even ‘the 
rather distant, future. It-is. pre- 
sented more as showing the trend 
in South Africa to a closer union 
between the various white com- 
munities. 
the nntive question, economic dif- 
ficulties, and the unifying effect of 
‘air transportation, are beginning to 
break down the strongly indepen- 
dent sentiments of many colonists 
‘in Central and East Africa, and 
this tendency towards a closer un- 
derstanding and, appreciation of 
ench other's difficultics presents 
‘interesting possibilities for the 
future.

Admissions of his guilt wore 
givon in evidenco at the resumed 
hearing of the murder case In which 
Martin Gonzales Correa, a studont, 
wae eharged, on remand, _ before 
Mr. E. W. Hamilton at the Kowloon 
Magiatracy yesterday afternoon, 
with having killed John Harrison, 
plumber, on board the Empress of 
Russia whilat” that ship was 
tweon Hongkong and Manila on 
February 24 Inst. 


Mr, H. Somorsot Fitzroy (Public 


‘TProaceutor) {s conducting the caso 


for the Crown. 


At the outset of yesterday's hear- 
ing his Worship asked Mr. Fitzroy 
for an authority on a point of the 
admlasibility of evidence which had 
been given by ‘Capt. James on the 
previous day. Tho witnese, in his 
testimony, had stated that when tho 
accused ‘was taken to him, ha was 
asked if he had shot Harrison, the’ 
accused admitting that he had. 


. His Worship doubted whether 
the reply was admissible in evidence 
and the point was reserved for the 
Public Prosecutor to quote an au- 
thority. Yesterday Mr, Fitzroy 
gave his Worship © reference and 
the statement made by the accused 
to Capt. James was admitted. 


Electricinn's Evidence. 


Mr, K. MacNaughton, electrician 
on the Empress of Russia, said that 
he was in the second class smoke 
room at about § p.m. on February 
24 when he heard a shot. Im- 
mediately afterwards he saw a 
greaser approach the emergency 
escape and shout down. Witness 
knew by the tone of the man’s voice 
that there was some trouble. “Wit- 
nesa went aft and on his way he 
heard another shot. He was de- 
scending the stairs to “C' deck 
when he saw the plumber lying on 
the deck below. At the sume 


.[ time a Chinese ran across holding 


his head in his hands, Witness 
then heard a third shot fired. 


“When the third shot was fired 
I ducked,” suid witness, who con- 
tinued that he went to the bridge 
for assistance. On his way back 
to the seene he met oa Filipino 
with a sheet around him, this man 
stating; that he had been having 
hia hair cut and that the accused 
had been responsible for the shoot- 
ing. ‘The man was exeited and wit- 
ness took him to the steerage, where 
the  Fillpino passengers — were 
mustored. The man with the sheet 
then pointed out the accused to the 
witners, , ; 


Witness sefzed the accused and 
searched his pockets.

wards him, 
fourth step from the top and fell 
back again, tho nccused stooping 
and. picking {t up. Witness wont 
to the bridge and was lator dotuiled 
to form ono of the armed party. 


Chan Stk, steorage “boy” who 
wna wounded. by n Fleochct bullet, 


declared that ho was conducting a 


gambling gamo In the stocrage. 
There were nbout ax Chinese play- 
ing whilo Harrison was atanding 
near tlio table looking on. Witness 
heard a shot fired and then lost con_ 
s¢lousners, ho having becn hit on 
the forehead. When he regained 
conscfounness he saw Harrison ly- 


ing on the dock. Witness did not, 


nt any time, aco tho accused on the 
deck. : 


Another “boy,” who was playing 
fan tan with the Inst witness, sald 
that when ho heard the shot he ran 
awny to fetch the No. 1 “boy”? and 
on his return he saw Chan Sik 
walking away, 


According = to the Police 
Armourer, Sergeant Scott, the re- 
volver which was handed to the 
Police by the staff captain of the 
ship was a 82 short and contained 
five cartridges, three of which bud 
been expended. These three show- 
ed indications of having jammed 
on-being fired and Jt would require 
considerable force before the trigger 
could ‘be pulled. -All the am- 
munition found fitted the revolver. 


Detective Sub-Inspector A. H. 
Elston testified to having received 
the revolver: and the ammunition 
from the staff captain, while De- 
tective Sub-Inspector M. Murphy 
said that the accused was handed 
to him by the master.ut-arma. 
When the man was charged with the 
murder of John Harrison ho made 
a statement which witness took 
down. Accused said “Due to the 
state of my’ condition,” but when 
witness read it over and gave to 
him to sign the accused changed the 
word “my” to “mind” and added a 
further sentence in hiy own 
hand-writing, “I did the murder 
and killing.” Witness was satisfied 
the accused understood what was 
being said to him. 

His Worship fntimated that, in 
the revised statement, “and” be- 
tween “mind” and “condition” was 
apparently understood. 

The hearing was adjourned until 
Monday morning.

‘Tho Army Estimates for 1931 
fotal £39,930,000, which Is a not 
decrease of £670,000, They pro- 
vide for an establishment of 148,- 
800 men, excluding those serving

‘REASON FOR SANITARY 
". BOARD'S REFUSAL. 


* That to accede to.an application 
for the installation of two native 
type water closets at No, 64 Bonham 
Strand West, would, under the cir- 
cumstances, be In contravention of 
the Jaw, influenced the Sanitary 
Bonrd to refuse the request at its 
meeting held yesterday. 

The Hon. Mr. H. T. Crensy 
(Director of Public Works) moved 
that the application be refused, 
pointing out that it was proposed 
to.encroach further upon an already 
insanitary area of 60 square feet, 
by constructing a closet roofing 
over an already insufficient area. 

The Chairman (Mr. G. R. Sayer) 
in séconding, sald that the Board 
wns not allowed to grant the ap- 
plication under the circumstances 
mentioned, according to law. 

Mr. M. K. Lo enquired if he 
understood aright that in effect the 
application could not be approved 
by the Building Authority. While 
he agreed that any encroachment 
upon open spyces was ground for 
the Board's refusal cither to con- 
sider‘or consent to an application, 
ait the sume Lime he would very 
much like, in case any future Jn- 
stance might arise by which the 
Board would hnve to go back on its 
principle, te be ussured that the 
Thoard would not use ag a’ lever, a 
refusal to the installation of water 
closets us a means whereby more 
sanilary premises would be con- 
structed, He did not suggest such 
x lever was being used in that case, 
but to make the whole thing quite 
clear, he would like to move an 
amendment, to the effect that the 
Board could not look at the applica- 
tion until satisfied that the owner 
bad made the modifications re. 
anired, 

The Chairman referred Mr. Lo 
to the Ordinance on the point in 
question, affer which Mr. Lo said 
he was perfectly satisfied as to the 
clarity of the case, and withdrew 
his amendment. The — resolution 
was then carried. ‘ 


New Site Selected. 


Referring to the correspondence 
rehitive to the alternative site for a 
public latrine at the junction of 
Cedar Street, Portland Street and 
Yu Chau Street, in substitution for 
the une approved at the junction of 
Prince Mdward Kond, Lai Chi Kok 
Kond and Canton Road, the Chair- 
man said objection had been raised 
to the original site by the Director 
of Public Works, who ‘suggested 
that another site be selected. Ue 
noted that most of the members 
concurred with the original site.

Sound is thrown out through one of 


the cones, and the other picks up the echo, 


Schenectady, N. Y., Jan, 21st— 
The sonic altimeter, a machine 
which puts un echo to work, Is ex- 
pected to be of great help ‘in 
aiding airplane pilots in | deter- 
mining their exact distance from 
the ground and as an aid to fand- 
ing in foxgy weather. 

The machine, a product of Gen- 
eral Electric, throws out sound 
waves at the’ will of the — pilot. 
These waves find their way to the 
ground and rebound back to the 
machine ngnin, Distance from the 
ground is automatically registered 
on a dial from the time consumed 
in the round trip of the sound. 

Engineers say the machine was 
devised after a study of the bat. 
It is generally supposed that this 
creature emits a high sound, too 
high for the human enr to catch, 
and the returning echo enables it 
to dart with uncanny aecuracy 
through a maze of obstructions.

Engineers believe the 
will be of grent aid to 
pilots. Arriving over a landing 
field. found in the fog. through 
radio signals or beacons, the pilot 
ean turn on his sonic altimeter 
and determine | his altitude. He 
can then begin his descent with 
the altimter operating, noting as 
he nears the ground just how far 
above it he is, When he reaches 
the correct height, he can level off 
the plane and bring it to a proper 
landing.

Manufacturers have, therefore 
been concentrating upon more 
popular aspects of* cur. per- 
formance such ng power reserve, 
top-xear acceleration, flexibility 
and the capacity for high cruising 
speeds. These attributes, al- 
though desirable, are in. the 
nature of luxuries, for which we 
are undoubtedly paying at present 
too high a price in fuel consumed. 

On the other hand, the commer- 
cial vehicle user regards a low 
fuel cohsumption as heing of 
parnmount importance; the 
makers of lorries and busea have 
therefore given great attention ta 
this subject. which, in the -opimion 
of the writer, private car makers 
would do well to emulate. y 

When comparing: various 
vehicles, the proper miit to use is 
the ton-mile per gallon. arrived 
nt by multiplying miles per gallon 
by the weight ‘in tons. For 
e xample, a baby twa-seater weigh. 
ing half a ton and covering 40

It is rather extraordinary to 
find that an oll-engined lorry with 
a total weight of some 18 tons can 
cover very nearly as many milos 
to a gallon of fuc] as a 2%-ton 
private car. The vehicle in ques- 
tion is the alx-wheeled six-cylinder 
Mercedes-Benz. . 

Large though it is, the reasons 
for this difference in performance 
are not far to acck. They may be 
summed up in the atatement that 
at low speeds the private car 
suffers from using only a tithe of 
the engine power available, whilst 
at high speeds it has to cope 
with very considerable air 
resistance. 

The first point means that the 
engine must be run inefficiently 
on light loads when — travelling 
slowly, and the second implies ex-, 
cessive fuel consumption. if over- 
comings windage, which could 
largely be avoided if the car 
were streamlined. Owing to this 
second factor a car capable of 
running, 20 miles to the gallon at 
30 mph, will consume rn gallon 
of fuel in -t4 miles at GO m.p.h.

Some -jdea of engine conditions 
at different speeds will be obtain- 
ed from studying Table Il, which

Constant-compression petrol en- 
ginea have been designed with 
sliding cylinder heads, variable 
strokes and other complexities, 
but it is doubtful whether they 
could ever be made practicable. 
There remains the previous solu- 
tion of nn infinitely variable gear 
with a small engine. This could 
not, however, be satisfactory with- 
out a wholesnle alteration to the 
general shape of the car, because 
the amall* output of the engine 
would not enable high . cruising 
specds to be maintained against 
air resistance of the kind which 
we countenance at present. 

‘Referring again to Table H, 
will be seen that the specimen a 
requires only 25 h.p. to propel it 
at 60 m.p.h., whereas to achleve 65 
m.p.h, the powef must be more 
than doubled (66 h.p.), This is

It Js well known, 
for example, that a. four-cylinder 
engine ia more economical than 
elther a “six” or an “eight,” size 
for size and weight for weight. 

The reason is to be found in tho 
fact that the distribution systoms 
of most alx-cylinder and cight: 
cylinder enginers fail to provide” 
the same mixture strength to each 
cylinder. Hence the carburettor | 
must be given a rich-setting to 
ensure. even firinv—a wasteful 
method for securing smoothness, 


Mechanical Ingenuity Assist in 
Solution.” 


Thermostats snd shuttera, now 
in general use, enable ongines to 
warm up more rapidly than in the 
past,.so removing one cause of 
fuel waste, namely, too low a 
working temperature. Gearboxes 
and back axles still take many 
miley to become warm in winter, 
however, and: the -gear-wheels 
waste a surprising amount of 
power when churning thick, cold 
ofl. Electrical warming plugs 
might prove a solution. 

Driving methods ‘also play a 
part, ps was recently pointed out 
in the Motor" by Prof. A, M. Low, 
The main thing ia to avoid sudden 
changes -of speed. The’ driver 
who alternates between heavy 
tl braking and flerce acceleration, 
employing the gears, uses much. 
more fuel per mile than one who 
maintains n more steady speed.

CENSUS DAY. 


HONGKONG’S ROLL CALL 
’ AT MIDNIGHT. 


“Follow the directions and all 
will be well.” 

This is the final injunction on 
the eve of the census by Mr, W. J. 
Carrie, Superintendent of Cenaus, 
who with =n host of enumerstors 
han been doing little else for the 
past weeks than preparing for the 
monater roll-call of the Colory's 
residents to take place at midnight 
to-night. i 
| An gold official wording ft fs de- 
clared that “Al people who are 
alive nt midnight to-night must be 
included in the ecenaus returns” 
but, declares Mr. Carrie, although 
the .task of Mling ina return 
should be simplicity itself, there 
are many diMeultics, if previous 
returns can be taken os a guide, and 
fo obviate these and other pitfalls 
peculiar to Hongkang.: Mr. Carrie 
ntters a few hints, 

There ia still a little ambiguity 
on some points,” ho stated. yester- 
day. “A person on night duty 
usually has a home to retivna toon 
leaving duty, The faet that he 
happens te be on certain premises 
at the “4ero” hour oat L2 midnight 
does not make it compalsery for 
him to be enumerated on these pre- 
mises, Ile returns to bis home the 
next morning wad ia entered there. 

In the same way, if you bappen 
to Ledaneing at Repulse Bay Hotel 
or any other place that night, or 
are spending the evening with 
friends, you may be absent from 
your home at 12 midnight, but 
even if you do not return to your 
own home until the early hours of 
the morning, you stil) “pass the 
hivht? in sour own home, or at 
feast you enter it on Sunday morn. 
ing, and aceordingly enter your 
name on the houehold list, provid. 
Ing you have not been enumerated 
elyewhere”” 


Chinese Point. 


Another diffiewlty whieh Mr. 
Carrie says atifl remains, arises in 
the case of certain Chinese house. 
holds; A wealthy gentleman, he 
said, may have two or many more 
households of which he is the head, 
But he cannot be in all of them at 
the one time, He is probably at 
bis chief house for the night and 
is entered there. Who then is the 
head of the households in other of 
his extablighmenta where perhaps 
aweconcubine may live with her 
chiklren? In many instances it is 
desired that the gentleman's name 
should again be entered, with the 
result that he will have been count- 
ed several times. The procedure 
in these eases should be for the 
concubine to be entered as head. 
as She undoubtedly is in the ab- 
venee of her husband, 

As usual, | have heard rumours 
Sileese’ oon the part of en- 
rimeraters™ said Mr. Carrig, “No 
nayment of any hind should ore 
taaile to them, and any requests for 
Spaynient should = be reported at 
conet to the Superintendent.

THE GANDHI-IRWIN 
SETTLEMENT. 


Now that the details of the un- 
derstanding reached between Lord 
| Irwin and Mahatma Gandhi are to 
hand, it is possible to nssesa tho 
situation at its true value, From 
‘first reports, it appeared that the 
boycotting of Brillsh goods was 
‘to continue, but it is now made quite 
clear that thia fs not the case, The 
explanation of the concession made 
in regard to the: salt laws makes 
the arrangement. leas objectionable 
than it seemed when first an- 
nounced, When wo take these 
points into consideration, together 
with the definitely-established fact 
that in no single instance has the 


‘| Viceroy given in to the full extent 


of the Congress proposals, there is 
every cause for thinking that the 
settlement Is honourable and satis- 
factory. Certainly is {t shown that 
there has been nothing in the nature 
of a “surrender,” as the more ex- 
treme Conservative journals alleged 
before the full nature of the under. 
standing was revealed. Doubtless 
the belief that the boycott was to 
continue was a factor {n the settle 
ment being so described. We can 
at least hope that a more sober re- 
presentation of the facts will now 
be given due prominence by those 
who were misled by early reports, 

. Looking at the terms in detail, 
we find that the civil disobedience 
movement jis to be completely dis- 
continued, including the  dis- 
appenrance of news shects In sup- 
port of the movement, whilst so far 
as the campalgns in favour of native 
goods and ‘against deugs and liquor 
are concerned, only peaceful picket- 
ting, such as is permitted by or- 
dinary nw, is to be allowed. One 
polnt on which Gandhi has com. 
pletely given way is in his demand 
for on inquiry into alleged police 
excesses.

Africa's Native Problem, 

The latest issue of the “Round 
Table’ contains ‘an interesting 
uruicie bused upon the recent sug- 
yestidn of prusmiaent ‘Yransvaal re- 
publicans that the native problem 
might be settled by international 
ugreement, ‘Lhe scheme —_brielly 
envisages the drawing of an im- 
ayinary line across Alrica foltuw- 
amg oo reugnly ' the tenth degree 
of latitude south, separating the 
colour-bar ‘states of White Alricu 
from the “colour-blind” States to 
the north, ‘the line would  ap- 
purently give Portuguese Angola 
and Mozambique: as well as 
Northern Rhodesia to “European 
Africa,” leaving Tanganyika, Kenya 
and Uganda to form part of 
“African Africa,” The idea would 
be mado more effective by “en- 
couragement of: every kind” for 
nutives in the south to settle north 
of tho line. The correspondent, 
however, ndmits that ‘the proposal 
is not likely to become practical 
polities in the near, or cvon tho 
rather distant, future. It ‘is pre- 
sented more as showing the trend 
lin South Africa to a closer union 
between the various white com- 
munities. Common fecling over 
the native question, economic dif- 
ficulties, and the unifying eect of 
air transportation, aro beginning to 
break down the strongly indepen- 
dent sentiments of many. colonists 
in Central and Enst Africa, and

‘STATEMENTS IN EMPRESS 
OF RUSSIA TRAGEDY, 


Admissions of his guilt wore 
given In evidence at the resumed 
hearing of the murder case In which 
Martin Gonzales Correa, a student, 
was charged,’ on remand, before 
Mr. E. W. Hamilton at the Kowloon 
Magistracy yesterday afternoon, 


with having killed John, Harrison, 


plumber, on board the Empress of 
Russia whilst that ship was be- 
tween Hongkong and) Manila on 
February 24 last, : 

Mr. H. Somerset Fitzroy (Public 
Prosecutor) is conducting the case 
for the Crown. ‘ +2 

At the outst of yesterday's hear- 
ing his Worship asked Mr. Fitzroy 
for nn authority on a point of the 


“|admissibility of evidence which had 


been given by Capt. James on the 
previous day. The witnese, In his 
testimony, had stated that when the 
accused was taken to him, he was 
asked if he had shot Harrison, the 
accused admitting that he had. 


His. Worship doubted whether 
the reply was admiasible in evidence 
and the point was reserved for the 
Public Prosecutor to quote an au- 
thority, Yesterday Mr. Fitzroy 
gave his Worship a reference and 
the statement made by the accused 
to Capt. James was admitted. 


Electrician's Evidence. 


Mr. K. MacNaughton, electrician 
on the Empress of Russia, said that 
he was in the second class smoke 
room at about 8 p.m. on February 
24 when he heard a shot. Im- 
mediately afterwards he saw a 
Rreaser appronch the emergency 
escape and shout down. Witness 
knew by the tone of the man's voice 
that there was some trouble. Wit- 
ness went aft and on his way he 
heard another shot. He wags de- 
scending the stairs to “C” deck 
when he saw the plumber lying on 
the deck below, At the same 
time a Chinese ran across holding 
his head in his hands. Witness 
then heard a third shot fired. 


“When the third shot was fired 
I ducked,” said witness, who con- 
tinued that he went to the bridge 
On his way back 
to the scene he met a Filipine 
with a sheet around him, this man 
stating that he had been having 
his hair cut and that the accused 
had been responsible for the shoot- 
ing. The man was excited and wit- 
nex took him to the steerage, where 
the Filipino passengers were 
mustered. The man with the sheet 
then pointed out the accused to the 
witness, 

Witness sefzed the accused and 
searched his pockets. In one of 
them witness found a handful of 
ammunition. The 
very excited and spoke in Filipino, 
but witness could not understand 
what he was saying. 


Holding a Bible 


Mr. Fitzroy: When you saw him 
thera What was the accuxed doing? 

Witness: He had a book and a 
Paper in his hands—n Bible I be- 
lleve ‘and two photographs which I 
did not look at. 

In reply to his Worship witness 
said that Harrison’ was a very de- 
cent man and had a quiet and even 
disposition. He was not a bully 
and witness was certain he would 
not be guilty of striking a native. 

Mr. E. McHugh, Master at Armas, 
said he was on “B"” Deck when he 
heard a shot. Going down towards 
the stern ‘he heard two more shots 
fired. Witness madc a report to the 
staff captain and‘-+they both went 
down together. Witness saw the

sccused-with what sppeared to be 
4 revolver in his hand and‘ tho two 
officers rotroated to the deck above. 
An ormed party then went fn search 
and accused was arrested in. the 
ateerage. oe 

After Mr. MacNaughton had 
searched the accused and hed hand- 
ed him over to witness, a further 
search rovealed another ten rounds 
of ammunition in the ning of th 


man’s coat. : 
“What Do You Want.” 
Mr. W. F.. Winter, eonginoer, 


stated that as ho was about to: do- 
acend the stairg to the deck below, 


after he had heard the_ shots, 


he saw accused with somothing In 
his hand. Accused asked witness 
“What do you want?" and threw 
what appeared to bo a pistol to- 
wards him, It struck the third or 
fourth step’ from the top and fell 
back again, the accused stooping 
and picking it up. Witness went 
te the bridge and was later dotailed 
to form one of the armed party. 


Chan Sik, steerage “boy” who 
was wounded by a ricochet bullot, 
declared that he was conducting a 
gambling game in the astoerago. 
There were about six Chinese play- 
ing whilo Harrison was standing 
near the table looking on. Witness 
heard a shot fired and then lost con- 
sciousness, he having been hit on 
the forchead. When he regained 
consciousness he saw Harrison ly- 
ing on the deck. Witness did not, 
at any time, sce the accused on the 
deck. , 


Another “boy,” who was playing 
fan tan with the last witneas, sold 
that when he heard the shot he ran 
away to fetch the No. 1 “boy” and 
on his return he saw Chan Sik 
walking away. : 


According to the Police 
Armourer, Sergeant Scott, the re- 
volver which was handed to the 
Police by the staff captain of the 
ship was a 82 short and contained 
five cartridges, three of which hud 
been expended. These three show- 
ed indications of having jammed 
on being flred and it would require 
considerable force before the trigger 
could be pulled. All the am- 
munition found fitted the revolver. 


Detectivo Sub-Inspector A. “H. 
Elston testified to having received 
the revolver and the ammunition 
from ‘the staff captain, while De- 
tective Sub-Inspector M. Murphy 
suid that the accuscd was handed 
to him by the master-nt-arma. 
When the man waa charged with the 
murder of John Harrfson he made 
n statement which witness took 
down. Accused said “Due to the 
state of my condition,” but when 
witness read it over and gave to 
him to sign the accused changed the 
word “my” to “mind” and added o 
further sentence in his own 
hand-writing, “I did the murder 
and killing.” Witness was satisfied 
the accused understood what was 
being said to him. : 

His Worship intimated that, in 
the revised statement, be- 
tween “mind” and “condition” was 
apparently understood. 

The hearing was adjourned until 
Monday morning.

REASON FOR SANITARY 
BOARD'S REFUSAL. 


That to accede to an application, 
for the installation of, two nativa 
type water closets at No. 64 Bonham 
Strand West, would, under tho cir. 
be in contravention of 
tho law, jiniluenced tho Sanitary 
Board to refuse the request ot its 
meeting held yesterday. 

Tho Hon. Mr. H. T. Creasy 

(Dircetor of Public Works) moved 
that the application bo refused, 
pointing out that {t was proposed 
to encronch further upon an already 
insanitary area of 6U square feet, 
by constructing a closet roofing 
over an already, insufficient aroa, 
* ‘The Chairman (Mr. G. R. Sayor) 
in seconding, sald that the Board 
was not allowed to grant the ap- 
pleation under the circumstances 
mentioned, according to law. 


Mr, M. K, Lo enquired if he 
Gaterstoe aright that in effect the 
application could not be approved 
by the Building Authority. Whilo 
he agreed that any encroachment 
Upon open spaces wag. ground for 
the Bonrd’s refusal either to .con- 
sider or consent to an application, 
nt the same’ time he would very 
much like, in case any future In- 
tance might arise by which the 
Board would have to go back on Its 
principle, to be assured that the 
Board would not use as a lever, 0 
refusal to the Installation of water 
closets a8 a means whereby more 
sanitary premises would be con- 
alructed. He did not suggest such 
a Jever war being used in that case. 
but to make the whole thing quite 
clear, he would like to move an 
amendment, tu the effect that the 
Board could not look at the applica- 
tlon until satisfied that the owner 
had monde the modifications — re- 
quired. 

The Chairman referred Mr. Lo 
to the Ordinance on the point in 
question, after which Mr. Lo anid 
he was perfectly satisfled as to the 
clarity of the case, and withdrew 
his amendment, The — resolution 

then carried.
